WASHINGTON, February 5.—[Special.1—The 
president late this evening issued his first 
proclamation under the reciprocity clause of 
the tariff act. 

By ita reciprocal agreement is completed 
between the United States and Brazil. 

This agreement opens the ports of the Bra- 
zilian republié taghe trade of the products of 
our farms and factories, in return for which 
coffee, tea, sugar, molasses and hides will con- 
tinue on the free list. The increase in our ex- 
ports to Brazil under the agreement is esti- 
mated at about $20,000,000. The negotiations 
have been practically closed for several weeks, 
and the delay in giving it outis attributed to 
a request made by President Fonseca, of Brazil. 

Notwithstanding this announcement, how- 
ever, it is authoritatively stated that President 
Harrison is directly responsible for the delay. 
He has been excessively jealous of Secretary

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the announcement of the completion of a re- 
ciprocul agreement favorable to the United 
States would revive the reciprocity agitation,

The Post announces that the negotiations 
which have been in progress between the 
United States and Brazil resulted last Satur- 
day in signing an agreement, under the reci- 
procity clause of the new tariff law, by Secre- 
‘ary Blaine and Senhor Mendonca, Brazilian 
minister. The agreement has been approved 
by President Harrison. The agreement will 
g° into effect the first day of January next. 
It is understood similar agreements with 
Cuba and Venezuela are being negotiated.

In order to cuard against tho enactment of

BIR JULIAN’S EXPLANATIGN. 


He Didn’t Know He Was Being Inter- 
viewed. 


WASHINGTON, February 5.—The agent of 
the Associated Press called upon the British 
minister, Sir Julian Pauncefote this morning, 
and drew his attention to the statement issued 
by Daiziell’s news agency, reasserting the au- 
thenticity of the alleged interview with the 
minister on the supreme court decision on the 
Sayward case, which was cabled to The Lon- 
don Times, ind to the text of the alleged in- 
terview itself, as reproduced today in New 
York. 

Sir Julian read it all carefully, and after 
some conversation, he, at the request of the 
agent, Pduced to writing what he had said, 
as follows: 

BRITISH LEGATION, WASHINGTON, Febru 5.— 
Dear Mr. McKee: Il absolutely deny having used 
any of the language attributed to me in the alleged 
interview telegraphed to The London Times, and 
republished in The World of today. 

A inan accosted me ina public car and asked 
me whether I had heard of the decision of the su- 
preme court, given that day on the “Sayward” 
case. On my replying in the negative he in- 
formed me that leave had just been given to file 
the petition. Weexchangeda few commonplace 
remarks about the agitatioa which the case had 
excited,.and which | said I was glad to think had 
subsided. 

The conversation had not lasted more than two 
minutes when I alighted from the car. I had not 
the least idea that I was being ‘‘interviewed.”’

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THE ALLIANCE’S NEW PLAN, 


Congressional District Alliances to Be 
Formed, and Lectures in Each. 
WASHINGTON, February 5.—At the meeting 
today, T. S. Adams, president of the state 
alliance of Louisiana, introduced a resolution, 
which was adopted, urging congress to enact a 
law in accordance with the memorial adopted 


by the Ocala conference in opposition to the 


Louisiana state lottery. 

The report of the committee on plans was 
also submitted today. In addition to the vari- 
ous alliance organizations already in existance, 
it contemplates the formation of congressional 
district alliances in each state and territory 
where alliance organizations flourish. Each 
congressional district is to have a lecturer. 

The state legislative committee is hereafter 
to be composed of the state president, state 
executive board, state lecturer and the lec- 
turers of each congressional district, 

The congiessiona! legisiative committee is to 


‘consist of the president of the congressional 


district alliance, its lecturer, the president of 
each county alliance. The county legislative 
council is to be composed of the county presi- 
dent, county lecturer and the president 
of each subordinate alliance.

EXCITEMENT IN BARCELONA, 


Gendarmes Fire Upon a Crowd of Repub- 
licans. 


BaRcELONA, February 5.—The revolutionary 
spirit smouldering throughout Spain nearly 
burst into a flame in this city today. There 
was a peaceful demonstration in which a pa- 
rade and speeches were the main features, 
going on in favor of the republican leader, Don 
Nicolas Salmeron Alfonso Orillas, a co-worker 
in propogation of republican ideas, and nat- 
urally, the crowds which were attracted by the 
procession became somewhat excited. This 
attitude of the populace seems to have alarmed 
the officer in charge of a troop of mounted 
gendarmes who had been detailed to maintain 
order, and in case of such an emergency aris- 
ing to suppress any revolutionary proceedings. 

In any case the officer seemsto have lost 
his head and to have ordered the gendarmes 
to charge the crowd. They did soata gallop, 
firing pistols and carbines right and Jeft. The 
result was that several persons were more or 
less dangerously wounded and a number of 
bullets from the gendarmes’ weapons flattened 
around the balcony and window of the hotel 
from which Salmeron was speaking. The ac- 
tion of the gendarmes deeply eer the people 
but the crowd seems to have dispersed without 
any open act of retaliation. It is understood 
the government will be asked to order an in- 
quiry into the conduct of the officers in charge 
of the genaarmes. 

Salmeron’‘s friends claim that bullet marks 
around the window from which he was speak- 
ing show that the gendarmes tried to shoot 
him. 


LOOKING TOWARDS PEACE. 


A Meeting at Which the Irish Quarrel 
May End. 


Lonpon, February 5.—In receiving a depu- 
tation of Irishmen at Leicester yesterday, 
Mr. McCarthy, in addition to inform- 
ing them that tie had summoned a 
meeting of his followers for February 
12th, said that the Irish parliamentary party 
would probably hear on that date the terms 
which had been made between the two sec- 
tions, that the party might meet again as in 
the good old times, and, standing together 
like friends and brothers, fight against the 
common enemy. 

A prominent Irish deputy says that Parnell 
and McCarthy will retire from the leadership of 
their respective factions in favor of Dillon, 
whom all will obey. 


CHILDREN ROASTED. 


Burning of an Orphan Asylum in Moscow— 
Horrible Scenes. 

Moscow, February 5.—A ‘terrible fire occurred 
in an orphan asylum in this city last night. The 
building burned to the ground, and the most hor- 
rible scenes were witnessed, as the youthful in- 
mates were being rescued. As it was, nine chil- 
dren were burned to death, and a number of oth- 
ers so seriously wounded that their lives are de- 
spaired of. =

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DEMOCRATS MAY BE HAPPY YET. 


The Illinois Farmers and Republicans Have 
Not Agreed. 

SPRINGFIELD, I1]., February 5.—The pro- 
posed combination between the republicans 
and the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association 
of the legislature, for the election of a farmer 
candidate to the United States senate, failed 
to materialize this morning. The republican 
steering committe asked that pledges be given 
by the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association 
that their candidate would give his support to 
the republican party in the United States 
senate. This the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association members decline to do. Another 
meeting between the republican steering com- 
mittee and the Farmers’ Mutual Benetit As- 
sociation members will be held. Mr. Cockrell, 
Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association, was not 
present when the legislature met in joint ses- 
sion to ballot for senator. The two other 
Farmers’ Mutual Benetit Association members 
and republicans refraining from voting. the 
ballot stood: Palmer, 101; no quorum. The 
republicans and farmers then forced an ad- 
journment.

A BREAK IN THE RANKS. 


Alliancemen Voting With the Boyd Men in 
the Nebraska Legislature. 

Lincotn, Neb., February 5.—[Special.]— 
The action taken yesterday on the governor- 
Ship question foreshadows a failure of the 
contest against Governor Boyd, and in the 
epinion of the best posted politicians means 
the dissolution of the independent or alliance 
forces. At the opening of the session it was 
voted that the legislature could in no wise 
recognize the right of Boyd to-hold the gov- 
ernor’s chair, although the constitution made 
it necessary for the speaker of the house to 
open the returns and declare the man having 
the highest number of votes duly elected. 

Yesterday it was voted that the message of 
the retiring governor, Thayer, should be re- 
ceived this afternoon at 2 o’clock. Nearly the 
whole afternoon was spent in the discussion @f 
a motion toinvite Governor Boyd to deliver 
his message on Friday. The scene in the house 
during the debate was extremely exciting. 
The alliance members hinted that there was 
treachery in the air, and when the motion was 
finally declared carried by a majority of nine 
there was much confusion and intense feeling. 
Itis said that three or four of the senators 
have already broken away from the alliance 
party, and the vote taken yesterday indicates 
that the number of seceders in the house will 
reach eight. It is possible that these: men will 
go back into .the alliance caucus and be re- 
stored to full membership again, but it is con- 
sidered doubtful.

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THREE MEN DROWNED 


By the Falling in of a Bridge Across the 
Coosa. 

SHELBY, Ala., February 5.—[Special.]— 
Tuesday evening, at about 4 o’clock, ‘the stage 
bridge across the Coosa river near here, gave 
way, with five cars loaded with rock for the 
piers of the new iron bridge. Three men were 
drowned and one killed by falling timbers. 
The drift from the high waters had lodged 
against the bridge for nearly one-quarter of a 
mile up the river. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company, who built the road, 
had about 150 men at work pushing the drift 
through thejstaging. The road had just been 
completed. and trains were running through 
from Calera to Attalla. Chief Engineer 
Taylor says the calamity will set them back 
about six weeks on the new bridge. The re- 
cent rains have caused considerable damage to 
property throughout this section.

HANGS THE BODY OF 4 NEGRO 
MURDERER. 


THE ASSASSIN OF MARSHAL WARD. 


He Openly Defies Any Set of White Men to 
Arrest Him, but They Do, and 
He Is Lynched. 

GREENVILLE, Miss., February 5.—[Special.} 
On the night of January 28th, N. W. Ward, 
marshal of the town of Leland, in this county, 
Was assassinated by some unknown negro. So 
outraged were the citizens of Leland that a 
public meeting was called, and a reward of 
$500 was offered for the apprehension of the 
assassin. This reward was supplemented by 
the governor with $200. 

THE CLUE TO THE MURDERER. 

The affair remained a mystery for some 
days, until on last Monday, worthy and intelli- 
gent negroes living in the neighborhood, re- 
ported at Leland that a negro by the name of 
Green Jackson, was on the plantation on which 
they were tenants, who had said that he was 
the man who killed Ward, and defied any set 
of white men to come andtake him. Two or 
three citizens, including the newly appointed 
marshal, Mr. French, immediately put out 
for him, and without any trouble 
he was arrested and brought to Greenville on 
Monday. It was generally supposed that they 
had arrested the wrong man. On yesterday 
morning he was taken to Leland to bé tried 
and examined before the magistrate. 

CONFESSES THE CRIME. 

He confessed to the killing. He was re- 
manded to jail to await the action of the grand 
jury, and was turned over to the marshal of 
Leland to bring him to this city, and turn him 
over to the sheriff of the county. The train, 
which left there at 10 o’ciock last night, bear- 
ing the marshal and his prjsoner, had only 
proceeded about a mile, when it was flagged 
and fifty armed men boarded the train and 
took the prisoner from the custody of the 
ofticer, and took him from the train, which 
was allowed to pass on. 

DANGLING FROM THE TRESTLE. 


The indignant and outraged mob hung the 


assassin to the bridge crossing Dunn creek, 
where his body was found daugling to the 
trestle of the bridge today, riddled with 
bullets. At 3 o’clock this evening, the ghastly 
spectacle was still seen there, as a warning to 
all those who will fellow in his footsteps. The 
railroad officials, it is reported, will cut it 
down. 
AS A WARNING. 

The murdered man was very popular and 
leaves a wife and three children. It is reported 
that the assassin said in his confession that he 
was hired todo the deed, but no credence is 
placed in that portion of his confession, as 
Ward had no known enemies, and no cause 
forany. The affair of last night has created 
no excitement.

A GHASTLY FIND. 


THE HORRIBLE CRIME OF A NEGRO 
IN DOUGHERTY COUNTY. 


He Murders His Own Child, Puts the Body in 
a Sack and Throws It ina Pond—How 
the Crime Was Discovered. 


ALBANY, Ga., February 5.—[Special.J—One 
of the most brutal, unnatural murders that has 
ever been recorded in the criminal history of 
this county has been discovered, and the police 
are making a vigoroussearch for the murderer. 
The Albany News and Advertiser gives the 
following account of the terrible affair: 

In the latter part of last December, & —. 
man, or rather a demon namedjTurner “~ vena 
son, living on the Slappy place, in nerve 
county, after having cons! erable trouble wit 
his mother-in-law over the possession of a lit- 
tle girl, succeeded in obtaining control of the 
child through a decision of the court of or- 
dinary. 

The child, in its infancy and at the time of 
its mother’s death, had been disowned by 
Robinson as his child, and the care of the 
child devolved upon its grandmother. _ 

Robinson, it appears, had not been blind to 
the child’s growth, and as soon as he saw that 
she had grown large enough to be of service, 
he took the child home and a short time after- 
wards, or rather in the Jatter part of December 
last, the child’s disappearance was noticed by 
Robinson’s neighbors, and in answer to their 
inquiries concerning her he said that she had 
run away and returned to her grandmother, 
who lived on the plantation of Colonel J. 5. 
Boyt, deceased. : 

This explanation of the child’s disappear- 
ance was regarded as satisfactory by Kobin- 
son’s neighbors, and nothing more was said 
about the matter until the truth came out, 

A GHASTLY FIND. 

On the Slappy place, near Kobinson’s home, 
isasmall pond around which some children 
were playing last Sunday, when they came 
upon a crocus sack, which their curiosity 
prompted them to examine, and the examina- 
tion revealed the skull and other parts of 
the remains of a dead child, in an ad- 
vanced stage of decomposition. The sack ap- 
peared to have been imperfectly buried, and 
the hogs had rooted it up and devoured part 
of the body. With the remains were found 
bits of clothing, which was recognized as 
having belonged to Robinson’s child, which 
revealed the story of her disappearance, and 
the probable fact connected therewith, to the 
effect that Robinson had beaten her to death 
and then, to conceal his inhuman crime, had 
placed the body in a sack and buried itin the 
pond where the remains were found. 

ROBINSON SKIPS. 

As soon as the remains were discovered the 
children gave the alarm, and the entire neigh- 
borhood was soon in possession of the news of 
the discovery and fiocked to the scene. 

tobinson, as soon as he heard of the finding 
of the sack and its ghastly contents, immedi- 
ately saddled one of his mules and skipped 
out. 

Sheriff Odom, of Baker county, was appris- 
ed of the horrible crime, and 2 warrant hav- 
ing been sworn out against Robinson, pursuit 
was begun immediately. 

A coroner’s inquest was held over the re- 
mains, and a verdict to the effect that the re- 
mains were those of Robinson’s child, who had 
come to her death at the hands of her father, 
and that the same was murder, was rendered.

Discrimination in Favor of Hotels as Agai 
Other Dealers—Criminal Cases Against 
Sunday Law Breakers. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., February 5.—[Special.]— 
There is a new phase of the Sunday closin 
question that is attracting much attention. I 
is claimed that it is the duty of the mayor, 
when a saloon keeper is before him, and evi- 
dence sufficient to convict is presented, to turn 
him over to the superior court for a yiolation 
of the state laws, just the same as he turns 
over a person guilty of carrying concealed 
weapons, or of a theft or other offense that 
makes him amenable under the statutes. It 
is understood that this question will be sprung 
on the mayor next Tuesday in case there are 
any saloon keepers before him. 

One of the first acts of the new council has 
raised astorm of disapprobation. Itis a discrim- 
ination in favor of hotel menas cigar sellers. 
At the meeting last night the council amended 
the Sunday closing law so as to permit the 
hotel men to sell cigars to their guests. Today 
the cigar store proprietors, the grocery men 
who sells cigars, and the drug store men like- 
wise, were disgruntled, and complaining of 
the action. They claim that itis in violation 
of theirright under the state constitution, 
which forbids such special legislation favoring 
a few members of a _ class. Some 
of them favor carrying the matter 
into the courts and it is 
probable that they will hold a meeting to pro- 
test against this action of the council. [tis also 
held that the ordinance is now practically an 
attempt to. nullify the state statute, which 
forbids ordinary business on the Sabbath. On 
the same grounds it is held that every barber 
who keeps his shop open, and pursues his 
usual business can be indicted and punished 
with a heavy fine and imprisonment, and yet

A little while agoa large winter party was 
being entertained in Leicestershire by Mrs. 
Arthur Wilson, the wife of the member of the 
firm of Wilson & Sons, the large ship owners 
of Heill. Among the guests were the prince 
of Wales and a large number of distinguished 
people. 

DETECTED BY THE PRINCE. 

There being no private theatricals or other 
side shows which are usually put forward to 
amuse his royal highness, the gentlemen 
retired to the smoking room, where a spirited 
game of baccarat was soon started. In due 
course it came to the prince’s turn to keep the 
bank. Hethen noticed that whenever Sir 
Gordon-Cumming, who Was opposite hini, 
won, he won heavily, but whenever he lost, 
lost lightly.

me fallen rock and timber, they awoke a big 
bear that had made a comfortable winter den 
in the drift. 

The bear was full of fire and fight. He did 
not sit upon his haunches and growl at the 
minners after the fashion of story-book bears, 
b ut charged head first with such suddenness 
that no one was able to get out of the way or 
do any of the smart things that the regulation 
bear stories préscribe. 

Neil’s best recollection of the beginning of 
the rumpus is that at the first jump the bear 
knocked two or three of the party down, and 
that all but one of the candles went out. One 
burned fora few moments lying upon the 
ground, giving light enough to reveal a badly 
mixed mess of men and bear. Dougherty, one 
of the miners, was lying senseless and covered 
with blood. The bear had struck him on the 
head in the first onslaughtand torn off the 
biggest part of his scalp. 

When Neil scrambled to his feet the bear 
was between him and the mouth of the drift, 
and the two other miners were striking at the 
beast with their picks. Neil attacked bruin 
in the rear and tried to drive the point of a 

ick into his spine, but missed by an inch, and 
inflicted only a flesh wound. The bear 
wheeled instantly, roaring savagely and struck 
at Neil, but failed toreach him. la jumping 
back to avoid the blow Neil stepped upon the 
solitary sputtering candle and put out the 
light, and the rest of the battle was fought in 
the dark. 

The fight became a mixture of growls and 
how!s from the bear, thuds of the picks, and 
cries of pain and warning from men. When- 
ever a man thought the bear was within reach 
he struck as hardas he could with his pick. 
Sometimes the blow landed and sometimes it; 
didn’t. Whenever the bear heard a man move 
he rushed in that direction, and he charged 
about to such good effect that the men con- 
cluded that he could see to some degree in the 
darkness. He frequently struck them with 
his claws, but the assaults upon him were so 
continuous that he never had time to pay ex- 
clusive attention to one adversary. The fight 
lasted about an hour, as nearly as the men 
could guess at the time, and was ended by a 
lucky blow of a pick upon the spine at the base 
of the bear’s brain. The lively old bear was a 
grizzly and weighed 900 pounds.

The 
sheriff ordered his men to fire, and they all 
did so. 

CRASHING THROUGH HIS SKULL. 

The negro still remained unmoved, and rais- 
ing his pistol fired at the crowd and sent a ball 
crashing through the skull of Mr. Richard 
Stevens.

For the loss of one hand or foot and one arm 
or leg by same person, $150. 

For permanent injuries from wound whereby 
a leg is rendered substantially and essentially 
useless, $50. 

For permanent injuries from wounds 
whereby an arm is rendered substantially and 
essentially useless, $50. 

For the loss of one finger or one toe, $5. 

For the loss of two fingers or two toes, $10. 

For the loss of three fingers or three toes, $15. 

For the loss of four fingers or four toes, $20. 

For the loss of four fingers and thumb or tive

Gastonia, N.C. February 5.—[(Special.]— 
Alex McCallum, a negro preacher, is creating 
a sensation throughout the state by his won- 
— memory, or inspiration as he claims it 
to be. 

He can neither read nor write, and yet he 
can look upon any page of the Bible, and read 
its contents perfectly. Shown a pagein any 
other book he cannot decipher a letter. He 
claims that as soon as he looks upon the Bible 
page, inspiration aids him, but that as soon as 
he looks upon anything else the power leaves 
him. 

HE KNOWS IT ALL. 

To show his wonderful memory, he can be 
asked at random about any chapter, or the nar- 
rative of any event in the Bible, and he will give 
the quotation without making a single break. 
He declares that he can begin with the first 
chapter in Genesis, and without stopping, 
can rYrepeat the entire Bible to the 
closing verse in Apocalypse. He has been 
tried with the five books of Moses, which he has 
repeated without missing a single word. . In 
fact, he has the same mania for the Bible 
which Blind Tom had for music, and possesses 
about the same amount of intelligence 

THE HOUR OF INSPIRATION. 

Nine years ago, McCallum, who was a field 
hand in Cumberland county, attended a huge 
campmeeting. He went into a trance, from 
which he recovered, and declared that power 
had been given him to read the scriptures 
without the aid of human instruction. The 
preachers present criticised him severely, and 
were so angered by his superiority to them- 
selves that they turned against him, declaring 
that he was possessed of devils. Through 
their opposition he was long kept back, but 
three years ago he had another revelation to 
the effect that throwing off the restraints of 
men he should go forth and 
preach the gospel. Since that 
time he has preached in almostevery city in 
the state puzzling, if not satisfying, the whites 
by his memory of the Bible. When preaching 
he often asks some one present to read a chapter 
which he calls for, and if the simplest word is 
misplaced he will correct the reader. His 
power of illustration is most vivid, and the 
subjects which he handles are varied.

2. The ladies especially, the gentlemen also, of 
Washington, Crew, Capitol avenue and Jones 
streets, which contain a large number of those 
who rank among the best families of the city, 
must necessarily pass over thatcar line every 
time they ride into or out of the central part of 
the city. For these, especially the large number 
of ladies, to be compelled to pass the station 
with its Black Maria, its crowds on 
the sidewalk, its officers passing 
back and forth with all the ‘‘arrested’’ ones in 
charge, would have been to be compelled con- 
Stantly to witness unseemly sights, to which 
such a large number of ladies residing in any part 
of the city should not be subjected. 

3. Many peréons, on the east side of the city, 
passing on Sabbath days and at nights to churches 
on the other side of the city, and especially to the 
churches near the capitol, would have had the 
same sights constantiy presented totheir view.

In Regard to Howling. 

‘Another howl,’’ says The Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette, ‘‘will now go up from 
democratic and mugwump editors. The 
house committee that has been investigating 
Pension Commissioner Raum has drawn up 
2 report completely exonerating him.

Nature Versus Business. 

The recent correspondence between the 
cotton exchanges of Liverpool and New 
York was intended to be strictly business, 
but it has a humorous side to it. 

The Liverpool exchange complained that 
this season’s cotton crop received in Liver- 
pool contained excessive moisture, and arbi- 
trations had resulted in heavy allowances to 
buyers. In many instances contracts had 
been canceled. It was suggested that the 
American cotton exchanges should frame 
rules that would provide for this con- 
tingency, so that all the losses on moist cot- 
tun would not fall on English buyers. 

After due deliberation a committee of the 
New York exchange made a long reply to 
their British correspondents. The point was 
made that a spell of wet weather during the 
picking season was responsible for the moist 
cotton, and the committee’ very sensibly re- 
marked that neither the cotton exchanges of 
America nor the growers of cotton could frame 
any rules that would prevent rain from 
wetting cotton before it was picked. The 
Liverpool] correspondents were reminded that 
their suggestion was similar to one made by 
them years ago, when they complained of 
the presence of sand in cotton, after an un- 
usually dry and windy season. The New 
Yorkers felt bound to say that the world in 
general is obliged to take things as it finds 
them. If the cotton crop is poor, wet or 
sandy, that is the article that must be traded 
for at the time. 

Then taking a more serious tone, the com- 
tittee said: 


AS a proof that an allowance has once been made 
in the purchase price may be cited the fact that, 
whereas in a normal season the difference in val- 
ue between Texas and uplands in Liverpool is only 
1-16 to 4, of a penny, this season on account of the 
condition of upland cotton its relative value is 
Jess than Texas by 5-16 of a penny; showing that 
other growths, by reason of their defective condi- 
tion, are already suffering an extra depreciation 
amounting to 3-16 to ‘4 of a penny as compared to 
cotton grown in Texas, which state fortunately 
escaped wet weather during the picking season. 

The English spinner has no more right to expect 
the seller of cotton to guarantee him against the 
drying process beginning with the picker house 
than he has to expect him to guarantee the spin- 
ning quality of the cotton in its subsequent pro- 
cesses, particularly when he has bought the damp 
cotton ata damp price. As for abnormal loss be- 
tween American and Liverpool gross weights, this 
committee know of no better way of guarding 
against the feature of complaint than by the 
English importer confining his dealings to respon- 
sible and reputable mercLants on this side, who 
are able to pay for mistakes if they occur. 


This is a just view of the matter. The 
Englishmen cannot expect nature to be reg- 
ulated by a set of business rules. They must 
take things as they are—profit by the sun- 
shine, and suffer by the storms, like other 
people. Their appeal to the New York ex- 
change was simply a request to be exempted 
from the results of certain natural or provi- 
dential causes, This is asking too much. 
Business is a big thing, but nature will have 
her way. 


The Woes of Authors. 

The Chicago Mail alludes to the rumor 
that a number of charitable women are en- 
gaged in collecting funds for a home for de- 
cayed and impoverished authors—the home 
to be situated in Brooklyn—and then goes 
on to make this comment, which is either 
flippant or melancholy according to the 
standpoint of the reader: 

Some charitable women are busily engaged in 
collecting funds fora home for decayed and im- 
poveriszed authors, to be situated in Brooklyn. 
No doubt this is a worthy and inuch-needed 
charity. There are few more melancholy specta- 
cles than a poet who has nothing to stand be- 
tween him and poverty except a badly battered 
poetic license. And the feminine novelists, too— 
those aspiring maidens who think to scale Par- 
nassus by putting a portrait of themselves on the 
title-page and knocking the enacting clause out 
of the seventh commandment inthe third chap- 
ter! Surely there should be some retreat for these 
dumsels other than commonplace matrimony or 
an uncongenial nunnery. But, after all, the cynic 
may aver that the state in its infinite wisdom has 
provided certain commodious institutions to 
which almost any American author cap gain ad- 
mission, and in which he will be out of the hurly- 
burly. The mere fact that he has embarked upon 
sc hazardous an experiment as trying to carve his 
living out of the convolutions of his brain affords 
sufficient basis for a physician’s certificate of in- 
sanity. 

There is a home for decayed actors, 
though it is supported by an endowment 
left by a member of the profession, and 
there is no reason why there should not bea 
home for decayed authors, provided the au- 
thors themselves furnish the funds. 

It is curious to note, however, the curious 
basis on which authorship rests, and in 
which it permits itself to rest. In all other 
methods of earning a livelihood business re- 
lations are recognized and a certain business 
sense is rded as necessary. There is a 
certain reticence, too, in every other trade 
or profession. But there is nothing like 
business in authorship. Everything goes 
slipshod and at haphazard. And it is 
thought necessary that the public should 
know all about it. This information some- 
times takes very intimate shape, and per- 
sonal matters are printed that would arouse 
the indignation of a business man. 

Mr. Edmund Gosse has recently uttered a 
protest which, it is to be hoped, will havea 
good effect. He calls attention -to the fact 
that no other professional men are anxious 
to advertise either their success or their pov- 
erty. The lawyers and doctors do not run 
to the newspapers and give them the figures 
of their income, nor do the unsuccessful 
members of any other profession so adver- 


tise their woes. 

In the case of authors it is what may be 
termed the ‘‘woe business” that is most 
frequently brought to the attention sof the 
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expected to do 


Let people who are authors, or who expect 
to be authors, do as other people do, and 
place the whole matter on 4 business foot- 
ing. Those who are not successful should 
try something else, and those who are suc- 
cessful should emulate the admirable reti- 
cence that prevails in other professions. 
Perhaps what we have said bears no defi- 
nite relation to the remarks of The Chicago 
Mail, but it is worth thinking about, never-

The Board of Aldermen Declines to Concur 
in the Council's Action—Chief 
Joyner’s Salary. 


The new police station will not be located 
on Waverly place. 

So the board of aldermen decided yesterday. 

When Mayor Pro Tem. Middlebrooks called 
the board to order in the mayor’s office, Mr. 
Hutchison, Mr. Woodward, Mr. Reinhardt, 
Mr, Rice and Mr. Shropshire answered to the 
roll call. 

In attendance, too, was Captain English, 
chairman of the board of police commission. 

So were Judge W. L. Calhoun, Dr. Con- 
nally, Judge W. B. Hammond, Mr. G. B. 
Adair, Mr. Green Dodd, Mr. W. P. Pattillo, 
Captain W. P. Ellis, Rev. Dr. McDonald, 
Rey. Dr. G. B. Strickler and Dr. Armstrong, 
all second ward residents. 

They were present to protest against the 
station house being placed on Waverly place. 

Clerk Woodward presented the majority 
report of the committee adopted by the council 
authorizing the purchase of the lot for a police 
station. Instantly Mr. Reinhardt was upon his 
feet, saying: 

“*T move to non-concur in that report.” 

Then Mr. Reinhardt spoke at length against 
the change. He asserted that it was foolish to 
think of selling the present police station, and 
said that the loton Waverly place was not 
near large enough. 

Mr. Hutchison fo'lowed Mr. Reinhardt, and 
opposed the purchase on the ground that the 
lot on' Waverly Place is too small for the 
future needs of a station house, and rather 
than go there, the city would do better to 
build on the lot back of the present station 
house, which is 50x76 feet, and in this manner 
meet the present need for more room. Such 
building could, at any time, be readily sold for 
wafrehougve “pursoses whenever a sale was de- 
sirable. Me did not think a change of invest- 
ment from‘ Pryor street to Waverly Place a 
good one. 

Mr. Shropshire, a second ward representa- 
tive, was against the report and advocated Mr. 


Reinhardt’s motion. 

Mr. Rice occupied the same attitude to the 
proposition. 

Mr. Woodward alone favored the plan to 
purchase the Benevolent Home property, and 
after a strong appeal to the board suggested 
that Captain English be heard from. 

Captain English took the floor and, after 
clearly demonstrating the necessity for a new 
station house, recited the great trouble 
the special committee had been to 
in finding a location. He asserted that 
every locality had an opposition to it, and 
said that it was useless for the commit- 
tee to go further in searching for 
a site. Captain English felt assured 
that no location could be found with 
fewer objections than the one under consider- 
ation. 

*“*T don’t believe,’’ said he, ‘‘that one of the 
gentlemen who are here have come because of 
the good of the city, but on account of personal 
interest. There is nothing objectionable that 
I can see in the station house.”’ 

As Captain English concluded Judge Cal- 
houn secured the floor, saying: 

‘In reply to Captain English’s remarks 
touching our presence, I desire to say we have 
no objections to the police station being located 
on Cone street.” 

There was a general smile, in which Captain 
English took part. 

r. Reinhardt’s motion to non-concur was 
adopted, the vote being: 

Aye—Hutchison, Reinhardt, Rice and Shrop- 
shire—4. 

Nay— Wood ward—1.

The award of Messrs. Wilson, Hill and 
West, three of the assessors appointed to con- 
demn the Austell property on Pryor street and 
Edgewood avenne, so as to straighten the ave- 
nue, was taken up. 

“*T suggest,’’ said Mr. Shropshire, ‘‘that we 
hear from Mr. Joel Hurt. I see him present.” 

‘‘Before Mr. Hurt speaks,’’ said Mr. Hutch- 
ison, “I would like to ask a question. Sup- 
pose we vote to adopt this award of these gen- 
tlemen for $6,200, and the Austell estate goes 
into court and sues for the award of Messrs. 
Potts and Tanner, $15,000. Then what?’’ 

“Wecan’t help that,’’ said Mr. Reinhardt. 
We will never get it cheaper than now. Sol 
say condemn it and take it. Talk about 
money to pay for it! We have $14,000 of 
bridge money. We gave $15,000 tothe Broad 
street bridge, and are going to use but $1,000.”’ 

“We can’ttouch that money,” said Mr. 
Rice. ‘I value the lives of people more than 
I do beautifying any street. Bridges on For- 
sythand Broad street are more important than 
Edgewood avenue.” 

‘‘[ don’t know whether this is exactly safe,’’ 
said Mr. Shropshire. “If we do this we stand 
a chance for a lawsuit.’”’ 

‘If we don’t take some chances,”’ said Mr. 
Reinhardt, ‘“‘we will never win any thing. 
For my part I’m for taking the chances. This 
street will have to be opened some time and it 
can never be done cheaper than at this time.’’ 

Mr. Hurt addressed the board, arguing for 
the award. 

“T know,” said he, ‘‘the time when the 
award for this condemnation would not have 
been more than $2,500, maybe as little as 
$1,500. Soon after the building was burned 
the question wasup, and $2,500 would have 
paid the bill then.” 

Mr. Hurt went on to show how the prop- 
erty near by was to be improved and the great 
benefit the city would derive. 

Mr. Hutchison favored the award. 

The report was adopted. 

Chief Joyner’s Salary. 

Mr. Hutchison’s ordinance to increase the 
payof Chief Joyner, of the fire department, 
was read. 

‘“T would like to know,” said Mr. Wood- 
ward, “‘why that is, that the chief of tne fire 
department should have $4,000 and the chief 
of police only $1,500. I think it is a pretty big 
salary. The members of the department get 
only $50 to. $60 a month and are 
in more danger than the chief, 
We often hear of a fireman getting 
killed or hurt, but never a chief. The 
pay is out of proportion. Understand I have 
no fight to make upon Chief Joyner, that’s not 
my object.”’ 

“He isone of the best fire-chiefs in the 
country,” said Mr. Reinhardt, ‘‘and his depart- 
meut is unsurpassed. Some time ago he had a 
fine offer to leave here and the insurance com- 
panies to keep him supplemented his salary. I 
think: the city and not the insurance com- 

ies shoud pay it. 
But," said Mr. Woodward, “this is a 
chartered office, and we can’t change his 
salary during the term of office.”’ 

‘No, his office,”” said Mr. Hutchison, ‘is 
created by ordinance, and it is by ordinance 
that the change is made.”’ 

“*T should like to ask the city attorney,’’ said 
Mr. Woodward, “if we can change an officer’s 
salary during his term of office.”’ 

“You can’t reduce it,” said Assistant City 
Attorney Anderson. 

‘But can we increase it?’”’ asked Mr. Wood- 

ard. . 
, “This seems to be an agreement between 
the parties, and it can be done,” was the an- 


swer. 
The paper was concurred in.

What created the 
stringency here was the fact that people got 
scared and didn’t know how far ‘congress 
might go towards free coinage; and they 
hoarded gold in safe deposit vaults, savings 
institutions; and trust companies began to 
lay by a supply of gold very much larger 
than in ordinary times. I should not wonder 
if @ $100,000,000 were laid away, and that made 
matters excessively close. Now that confidence 
is restored, that money has come out, and you 
will notice that money in New York is a drug. 
It is offered at 2 or 3 per cent, any quantity of 
it. Under our modern ways of transacting 
commercial business, 90 per cent of it is done 
in checks and bills of exchange. They don’t 
us specie except to settle balances. In olden 
times they used to lug around silver t6 pay 
debts. 

“They still do that in Mexico. While there 
I saw them carting around silver to pay their 
debts. Here we draw a check and get it certi- 
fied. Not even currency figures in 
the great mass of exchanges. Take 
your cotton crop. ' What an _ infinitesimal 
proportion of that is ever handled through 
gold or silver. It is all done with checks and 
bills of exchange. Mr. Inman, who does the 
Jargest cotton business, will tell you that he 
only wants enough currency for pocket 
money.”’ 

‘*What do you consider a safe per capita of 
currency ?”’ 

‘I don’t see how you regulate it per capita. 
We have not reached that blessed state where 
évery man can have $40 in his pocket. Men 
who employ thousands of men like those who 
control railroads, must have more money.”’ 

“I[fit were left to you to say how much 
money ought to be in circulation, how would 
you get at it?”’ 

“If the total sum of the transactions in- 
creased 5 or 10 percent, I think the currency 
ought to be increased in order to keep up con- 
fidence.”’ 

‘‘What do you consider the proper form of 
money?” 

Treasury notes based on gold and silver are 
the best. I consider the government good 
anyhow, and with the guaranty of the govern- 
ment, plus collateral to the same| amount, you 
have the best currency. ‘As to gold and silver, 
I think the coinage should be kept in the 
proper ratio between the metals. Enough of 
each should be coined to keep them on a par, 
Not enough silver should be coined todrive out 
gold.” 

THE TARIFF. 

‘What do you think of the tariff question?" 

‘1 believe in protection, but not extreme 
protection. I think we should give protection 
to ourown manufacturers, to balance the dif- 
ference in the cost of material and the cost of 
labor. In other words, to develop our own 
manufactures, because, when we do that, we 
develop a home market for agricultural pro- 
ducts. No matter how much grain you raise, if 
there is no market for it, we are no better off. 
The large industries growing upon this side 
of the water make great home markets, but 
we should not make our tariff so high that we 
should force great nations like England to re- 
taliate, because they are our greatest custom- 
ers of agricultural products. England isa great 
customer forour corn, cotton, petroleum, cattle 
ard all kinds of packing house products. We 
must not make our tariff so high as to discrim-

inate. She must pay for our agricultural 
products largely in her manufactures. <A 
nation will soon become bankrupt if it buys 
more than it sells. If aman spends more 
money than hisincome, he will soon have to 
call in the sheriff, and what is true of men is 
true of nations.

A TALK WITH MESSRS. INMAN AND CALHOUN. 

Ihad an interesting joint interview with 
Mr. Inman and Mr. Calhoun. 

“Mr. Inman, Mr. Gould and Mr. Dillon can 
take atrain of cars at Savannah and carry 
them to Portland, Ore., without breaking 
bulk,” said Mr. Calhoun. “There is a point 
which I would like you to bring out. The 
great states; west of the Mississippi are agri- 
cultural states, with such products to sell and 
manufactured goods to buy. Heretofore, there 
has been no trans-Mississippi system to bring 
that western produce directly east. It has 
been drawn north, as I may say, by way of the 
perimeter; now we propose to bring it by way 
of the diameter. . Now, to make business 
profitable, the cars that come 
east loaded must go back loaded. That will 
invite manufactured goods from this manu- 
facturing region to the agricultural region be- 
yond the Mississippi. That builds up a vast 
home market to the westof us. Now we aro 
not an eleemasynary institution. We are not 
working wholly for the public good, 
and [I will show you where we 
get our reward. It makes basiness 
both ways, and at the same time builds up our 
territory, increasing our local business.”’ 

“And with the increase of tonnage” inter- 
rupted Mr. Inman, “we will give the same 
rates as the other roads; with heavy tonnage 
we can offer to havl cheap.” 


‘Mr. Inman has been working on this ple ot 


for three years,’’ continued Mr. UCalhou 
‘‘Here is one lever he had to work with. By 
the northern route the trans-Mississippi roads 
had a comparatiuely short hau]. By ours they 
get a larger one proportionately, and of course 
they prefer it.’’ 

THE DEPOT AT ATLANTA. 

In reply to a question about depots, Mr. In- 
man said: “We sare going to build some at 
Atlanta, Chattanooga and Birmingham. At 
Atlanta we have the site and, with that se- 
cured, it takes a comparatively small amount 
of money to build a depot.”’

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IN SECRET CONCLAVE, 


Mr. Will Drake, 
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PROMINENT ALLIANCEMEN MEET 
AT THE EXECUTIVE MANSION. 


Leaders from Different Parts of Georgia 
Meet to Discuss Alliance Affairs—A 
New Paper Probable. 


Prominent alliancemen from different parts 
of Georgia held a secret conclave at the 
executive mansion last night. 

Matters of great interest to the order were 
discussed and some lively sensations are 
promised for the near future. 

The callifor the meeting came from Secretary 
Burks, of the state alliance. The charac- 
ter of that call is fully set forth in the 
following which came to Tus Cownstrrv- 
TION from Macon yesterday: 

Macon, Ga., February 5.—[Special.]—A 
well-known allianceman, who does not live 
100 iniles from Macon, received a letter from 
Mr. R. L. Burks, the secretary of the state 
alliance, inviting him to be present at a meet- 
ing at the governor’s mansion in Atlanta, 
Thursday evening, the 5th instant, at 7:30 
o’clock, to consider a ‘‘matter of importance to 
the alliance,” at which meeting, it was stated 
in said letter, a number of prominent aliiance- 
men from all parts of the state would be pres- 
ent. The person to whom the letter was writ- 
ten wWasurged to keep the matter a strict 
secret,as it was ‘important to have nothing 
said about the meocting.”’ 

It wasimpossible forthe aforesaid promi- 
nent allianceman to attend the meeting, but 
he was naturally anxious to know what was 
going on, and, to get at the bottom of the deep 
secret, made inquiries which let out the con- 
tentsof the invitation for him to be present. 
He is still anxious to know of the meeting. 

In obedience to the secretary’s instructions, 
the greatest secrecy has been maintained. 

During the day a number of men recognized 
as leaders of the order dropped quietly down 
in Atlanta, but one and all made ita point to 
avoid newspaper men and to talk of nothing 
but crops. 

By 7:30 o’clock they began. dropping in to 
call on his excellency, the governor. 

Atthe same hour a CONSTITUTION reporter 
had business in the immediate vicinity 
the executive mansion. The alliance- 
men who passed by him/eyed him suspiciously, 
and just about this time a _ servant 
carefully closed all the blinds of the lower 
windows of the mansion. 

Merely a coincidence, of course. 

The meeting, which was an informal one, 
was held in the front parlor of the mansion. 
Among those who were present were Dr. Gib- 
son, of Oglethorpe; Hon. Paul B. Trammell, 
speaker pro tem. of the house; Colonel 
George Jones, principal keeper of 
the penitentiary; Colonel R. E. Parks, 
of Macon; Colonel Waddell, president of the 
State Agricultural Society; Hon. R. A. Reid, 
of Putnan; ex-State Lecturer Beck, of Bucis 
county; Hon. J. D. Smith, of Laurens; Sena- 
tor Todd, of this senatorial district; Mr. 
George W. Harrison; State Secretary 
Burks, Hon. T. Olive,Oglethorpe; W. H. Bur. 
gess, of Atlanta; Editor Gunn, of The Cuth- 
bert Liberal; Editor Whidby, of ‘The Southern 
Cultivator, andanumber of others. There 
were present about twenty-five in all. 

Colonel Waddell was made chairman of the

A 
number of those present expressed themselves 
freeiy on this pd urged the establishment of 
a paper which would, as they put it, ‘“‘reflect 
the best alliance sentiment. ‘‘They argued 
that that paper is not all 
that could be desired, some going so far as to 
characterize it President Livingston’s private

While nothing was done, an 
investigation was hinted at, and a committee 
was appointed to shape a policy for those gen- 
tlemen in sympathy with this meet- 
ing On this committee were put 
such men as Governor Northen, 
Dr. Gibson, Dr. Beck, Paul Trammell, 
Colonel Waddel! and others.

NEW YORK, February 5.—Trading in the stock mar- 
ket was dull again today, but the market showed a 
continuation of the late strength, especially in the 
forenoon, and with a slight set-back caused by weak- 
ness in a few stocks, there was a strong undertone dis- 
played throughout the session. Among those which 
showed the most strength at times, may be mentioned 
Missouri Paclfic, Wheeling and Lake Erie, Union Pa- 
cific and Lake Shore, with special advances in many of 
the inactive shares. The room was inclined to be 
bullish in the early trading, one of the features being 
the buying of recognized leaders of the bear party, and 
their outspoken utterances in favor ofa fise. London 
was a buyer toa limited extent, and Gould brokers, as 
well as the bears, were bidding for stocks. This buy- 
ing was especially prominent in St. Paul, and together 
with several others of the leading shares it was run up 
a large fraction, when the movement culminated and 
dullness again became the leading feature of the mar- 
ket, and outside of certain specialties prices drooped 
all along the line. Chicago gas was a prominent leader 
in this decline though it afterward recovered the 
greater portion of its loss. Northern Pacifics, however, 
were heavy all the way out, the opinion being that 
there has been a large line marketed on the strength of 
the general market. Union Pacific, however, became 
strong in the afternoon, and the upward movement, 
which lasted until 47 had been reached, was accompa- 
nied by a statement that the report for December 
would be better than generally expected. The grang- 
ers, even after the collapse of the movement in St. 
Paul, were quite firm andon slight fluctuations gener- 
ally scored small gains. Industrials were quiet to dull 
again, and while sugar stocks were strong their im- 
provement was small, and lead, while more active than 
the rest, failed to move outside of extremely narrow 
limits, and the explanation of insiders that the divi- 
jend is equal to 10 per cent at the present price of the 
stock has had no influence to make its purchase seem 
desirable. The general list showed little movement or 
feature after the first hour, but Pacific Mail reflected 
the disappointment of holders over the prospects or 
slowness of the subsidy bill by a decline of 2 per cent, 
and it is tonight the one stock among the leaders 
which shows any material loss for the day. On the 
é6ther hand Edison general electric, on the circulation 
of the rumor that the Vanderbilts were going into the 
directory, opened up 7% at 110. and after selling at 111 
retired to 106, at the close. Great Northern also 
showed a marked advance, but lost a portion later in 
the day. The market finally closed dull and steady at 
insignificant changes for the day.

On the opening the offerings were 
quite large from disgusted holders having become tired 
out waiting for the receipts of hogs to materially de- 
crease,but the offerings were soon absorbed, particularly 
by the packers covering their shorts, and partially by 
speculators who think that product cheap enough to 
begin making investments, some of whom, should the 
markei decline further, will increase their holdings, 
having great confidence that some time within the 
near future prices will improve.

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THE CHESS MATCH. 


Two Interesting Games Played Yesterday, 
Each Player Winning One. 

The Wurm-Orchard championship chess match 
has reached a more interesting stage, and the 
final result ie still a mere matter of conjecture. 

Yesterday morning, when the champions faced 
each other, both seemed eager for the fray. It 
was Mr. Orchard’s time to open the game, and he 
again adopted his favorite—the ‘Evans gambit.” 

Professor Wurm tried an amended version of 
the Steinitz defense, and at the end of twelve 
moves his adversary appeared to have the pref- 
erable position. Both players exercised much 
care and consumed nearly all the time at ther 
disposal. 

Ata critical juncture, when there were two 
courses open to the attacking players—either to 
make a brilliant dash and try to carry the day by 
Napoleonic tactics, or to play quietly and aim to 
gain the small advantage of a pawn, Mr. 
Orchard’s impetuosity got the better of his 
judgment, and he sacrificed his queen, expecting 
to getan irresistible attack against the adverse 
king, who was very much exposed to assault. The 
combination -proved faulty, and, after a few 
moves, Mr. Orchard resigned. 

The seventh game of the match was begun yes- 
terday afternoon. Professor Wurm had the at 
tack andi ¥e again tried the “Scotch gambit,”’ sac- 
rificing a pawn to get a fierce attack. Mr. (r- 
chard’s defensive manouvers were exact, and it 
was not long before he instituted a vehement 
counter attack. 

He pushed his pawns forward in seemingly reck- 
less fashion, and his adversary was powerless to 
stem their onward march, A very large crowd 
was intently watching this game. Finally Pro- 
fessor Wurm by an ingenious stroke recovered 
his lost pawn, but his opponent remained with a 
slightly better position than his. It seemed as if 
the game would be protracted, but it soon came 
to an end. Mr. Orchard brilliantly sacri- 
ficed a rook, which, however, his cautious 
antagonist declined to take. In refusing the gift 
Professor Wurm laid himself open toa checkmate 
in two moves. This proved the most exciting 
game of the match.
